It  will  probably  be  a  Burpriae  to  Duluth 
buainete  and  finaucial  circles  to  kuow  that 
steps  have  been  taken  looking  toward  a 
consolidation  of  t'le  business  of  the  Union 
National  bank  and  the  Duluth  National 
bank,  of  this  city,  and  that  such  consolida- 
tion will  take  place  on  or  about  January 

2nd  next.  The  capital  stock  of  the  new 
bank  will  be  larger  than  that  of  any  bank 
in  Duluth,  and  it  will  form  a  very  powerful 
financial  institution.

>ue  city  engineer  has  had  a  force  of  sur- 
veyors at  work  for  some  bime  making  pro- 
files and  estimates  of  grade  and  cost  of 
grading  both  Michigan  and  First  streets. 
Both  these  streets,  it  wil  be  remembered, 
have  been  petitioned  for,  Michigan  from 
Eighth  avenue  west  to  the  western  limits 
of  the  city,  and  First  strjet  clear  through 
the  entire  city,  a  distani  e  of  nearly  seven 
miles.  Thoy  find  on  Michigan  street  a 
great  deal  of  heavy  rook.  Beginning  at 
Eighth  avenu  west  is  a  fill  of  nearly  forty 
feet,  and  just  beyond  it  i  side  cutting  dI 
rock  of  as  much  more,  while  from  Four- 
teenth to  Sixteenth  uueniies  there  is  a  very 
long  and  heavy  till.  Further  west,  nearly 
as  far  as  GruTf,  Murrii/  <fe  Co's  mill  it> 
nnotherlart:e  fill,  and  beyond  that  throuih 
Helm's  addition  and  still  further  west  are 
several  fills  of  twenty  or  thiity  feet.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  grading  of  Michigan 
street  will  necessitate  the  improving  of 
several  of  the  west  end  avenues  to  find 
earth  for  the  fills. 

Oa  First  street  there  is  no  very  heavy 
work  except  at  the  east  end,  at  Fourth 
avenue  east  where  there  is  a  heavy  rock 
cut,  from  Eighth  to  Twelfth  avenues  went, 
where  there  are  several  smaller  cuts,  and 
several  fills  at  the  western  extremity.  The 
rock  to  be  gotten  out  on  First  street  would 
not  be  more  than  what  v^ill  be  needed  for 
macadamizing  and  pavinj;  the  streets.  At 
some  early  meeting  of  the  council  the  en- 
gineer's estimates  on  both  these  streets 
will  be  submitted  and  action  probably 
taken  regarding  them.  Tlie  steepest  grade 
c>n  either  Str^t  according  to  the  plans  sub- 
mitted is  3,"^  feet  inthe  100,  and  '  hat  only 
for  a  short  distance.

W  SHiNGTON,  Dec.  28— [Special]— The 
proi>08ed  ri^ht  of  way  across  the  Red 
Lake  Indian  reservation  inNorthernMinne- 
sota,  which  a  bill  to  be  introduced  by  Mr. 
Nelson,  proposes  to  grant  to  the  Duluth, 
Rainy  Lakn  &  Southwe.-tern  railroail,  will- 
he  the  first  railway  invjiwion  of  that  coun- 
try which  hiiH  yet  been  proposed.

ELEVATOR    H. 

STARTS  UP  KOR  BUSINESS  AND  IS      A     PERFECT 
SUCCESS— OTHER  GRAIN    MATTERS. 

Elevator  H,  the  magnificent  new  grain 
elevator  belonging  to  the  Union  Improve- 
ment &  Elevator  company,  of  Duluth, 
started  up  yesterday  for  business,  taking 
iu  seventy-six  cars  ot  wheat  before  this 
morning.  All  the  machiuury  in  the  great 
building  started  off  without  a  hitch  and 
ran  as  smoothly  as  could  be  desirod.  The 
powerful  engine,  the  largest  in  the  North- 
west, and  rated  at  80U  horse  power,  is  as 
perfect  as  any  built  and  does  it  work  with 
ease.  The  elevator,  though  not  the  largest 
in  Duluth,  is  the  most  complete  and  fin- 
ished btrutture  of  its  kind  in  the  world. 
Its  capacity  is  1,500,000  bushels  of  grain 
and  it»-  cost  with  the  solid  dock  upon 
which  it  rests  has  been  in  round  numbers, 
$400,000.  It  has  the  best  elevating  and 
cleaning  machinery,  abundant  power,  and 
what  no  other  elevutor  on  the  great  lakes 
can  boast,  a  double  set  of  shipping  machin- 
ery so  that  it  can  load  vessels  on  both 
pidos  at  onti-,  loading  three  or  four  ordin- 
ary siz'-d  vessels  at  a  time  and  pouring 
the  wheat  into  their  holds  iu  a  golden 
flood.  It»  is  located  directly  out 
in  the  hay  from  elevator  E  of  the  same 
coiflpany  and  it  is  intended,  in  the  near 
future,  to  build  out  beyond  it  a  mammoth 
consort,  connected  with  it  by  great  carrier 
belts  and  run  by  its  machinery. 

The  dimeupions  of  elevator  H  are  333 
feet  (5  inches  in  lenglli  by  84  ftet  v, idth, 
with  84  feet  of  additional  length  given  by 
the  bnck  boiler  and  engine  houses,  making 
tiie  total  length  417  feet.

The  way  the  dog  became  a  mail 
carrier  was  as  follows:  One  day  the  post- 
master wanted  to  send  word  to  his  brother 
at    BismarcK,  but   did  not  want  to  make 
the    trip.

Now,  when  the  stage 
come'^    iu  he    gets  up,    stretches    himself, 
walks  to  ths  postoffioe,   waits   to   have  the 
mail   strapped   to  him,    and  starts    off   as 
soon   as    he  is    told  all  i^    ready.     He  will

!>tranger,  seeming  to  realize  the  importance 
of  his  mission.

THE  HINSDALE  TROUBLES 

EXTRACTS  FROM   A   LETTER    WRITTEN    BEFORE 
yesterday's   TROUBLE   THERE. 

The  following  are  extracts  from  a  letter 
written  from  a  Hinsdale  quarry  man  to 
the  Age,  of  this  city,  but  not  yot  published 
in  that  paper,  on  the  23rd  inst.,  several 
days  before  any  signs  of  a  tumult  there: 
"The  Duluth  Daily  News  of  tha  2l8t  says 
that  matters  are  rushing  at  Hinsdale  quar- 
ries, but  I  wish  to  state  that  all  the  men 
quit  work  Deceml)er  19th  and  will  not 
again  go  to  work  until  they  get  their  Nov- 
ember pay.  The  company  has  not  given 
the  men  any  satisfaction  as  yet  and  when 
they  will  pay  is  unknown  to  all,  even  to 
those  who  say  things  are  rushing.  A  few 
men,  those  who  could  do  it,  have  already 
gone  away,  and  thei  e  would  be  more  had 
they  their  money.  Christmas  is  near  and 
it  is  decidedly  uncomfortable  for  the  men  to 
stay  here  waiting  for  their  hard  earned 
money  with  no  immediate  prospect  of  get- 
ting it.  Could  the  writer  of  the  paragraph 
in  the  N«ws  see  the  quartere  where  the  men 
now  are  and  will  probably  have  to  stay  he 
would  feel  entirely  differently  about  the 
rush." 

It  is  highly  probable  judging  from  this 
letter  that  the  lack  of  money  was  the  prim- 
ary cause  of  yesterday's  disturbance. 

The  Minnesota  Granite  company  operat- 
ing the  Hinsdale  quarries  state  that  the 
reason  of  the  non-payment  of  the  men  is 
their  inability  to  get  from  the  Chicago 
Auditorium  company  any  satisfactory 
estimates  on  the  work  done  for  that  com- 
pany on  the  contract  for  supplying  the 
stone  for  the  Auditorium  building,  amount- 
ing to  $200,000.
